Held on first degree murder 
charges in the shooting is Holly 
Martin, who resides on the Estes 
farm. 
According to the Benton County 
sheriif’s office, ’niurman was shot 
by Mwlin while a guest in the Mar­ 
tin home. Culbert, a stepson of 
Martin, was wounded in the arm 
white attempting to take the gun 
away from Martin. 
The G riff’s office stated that 
Thurman and Floyd Lindsey. War 
saw. had gone to the Martin farm 
Friday afternoon. The two men, 
accompanied by the Martin family 
made a trip during the day and 
had returned to tt)e farm for din­ 
ner. 
After dinner, Thurman and Und 
•ey were sitting at the table talk­ 
ing when Martin entered the room 
and pointed a .22 calibre rifle at 
Lindsey, the sheriffs office report­ 
ed. Culbert. in an attempt to inter­ 
vene, was struck in the arm by 
the first shot. The second shot hit 
Thurman in the forehead killing 
him.

Three trucks of the California 
fke department were 00 the scene 
within a matter of a few minutes 
and volunteers came from all over 
toettown. But their arrival was too 
late to save the structures or any 
of Ute c« )tente. 
Flames shot high into the air 
and sparks carried over the east 
end of the town, keeping the vol­ 
unteers and otoers busy checking 
to see that no otoer buildings or 
homes caught fire. 
One building was 90 by 100 feet 
and toe second 66 by 36 feet. Both 
were ali-frame stuctures covered 
with aluminum siding. 
The fire attracted many Cali­ 
fornians to the scene, along with 
many Sedalia football fans enroute 
home from toe Jefferson City and 
Smito-Cotton football game.

Enlisting as a private in 1 ^ 
young Whiteman was appointed at 
flying cadet in 1940. It was late 
that same year that he had receiv­ 
ed his wings and bars of a rated 
pilot and was soon assigned to a 
fighter squadron at Wheeler Field 
Hawaii. That wa* a glorious mo­ 
ment for Whiteman when he re­ 
ceived his wings and be sent te 
liis mother, Mrs. Earlie Whiteman, 
the picture that said more than 
anything be could have written 
about bow h# feit. It was a picture 
taken la a place against a back- 
groumi ol cloud* and the newly 
made pilot gazing into tiie sky 
with a smUe on hit face. Across 
the picUme was written three 
words, “Lacky, Luci^ Me-” 
That picture, sent in the height 
of hairiness to his mother, was 
turned over by her to The Sedalia 
Democrat-Capital the day after 
the news that stunned the world. 
After the memorialization board 
at USAF headquarters selected 
Whiteman’s name for renaiaiag 
the SedaDa Air Force Base, after
